rownindor of the floor having no window into the 
extornal nir would not be habitable, If it be .

yard to this house cointas external air, then it 
wil be apparently pormissible te build another 
onbiole of 120 eq. ft, around this window which 
will also hold $ persons, bringing the total num- 
ber ‘of lawful ovcupants of the floor up to 9 
persons.

Carr, }, C. Bishop, W, R. McArthur, Hon. C. 
Biringor, A..G. Angier, R, Craig, A. Johnson, 
J.B, McLaren, G. W. Butt, James Greig, R, 
Morray Bell, James.Miller, A. @. Wright, T. 
Whitehead, and L. Fraser.
